There  are  two  hostels  in  Truro  to  deal  with  evacuated  children, one 
.ioals  with  difficult  children  and  minor  ailments, the  other  with 
infectious  skin  conditions, in  not  only  evacuated  but  local  inhabitai  ti 
and  a  large  number  outside  the  City  boundaries. 

Recently  demonstrations  in  modern  treatment  have  been  given  at  this 
hostel  to  outside  authorities  in  the  method  of  modern  treatment  of 
scabies. Very  few  cases  of  scabies  in  *'ruro  exist. 

It  is  only  seldom  necessary  to  admit  patients  suffering  from  this 
disease  to  the  hostel, and  the  duration  of  stay  in  very  bad  cases 
is  only  a  matter  of  a  few  days.  All  cases  of  scabies  tr  ted  at  the  . 
hostel  are  followed  up  by  a  very  competent  sister, and  regular 
Inspection  of  schools  is  made  to  ascertain  if  the  disease  is  existent.

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A  very  large  number  of  immunisations  against  diphtheria  has  been 
-  performed  among  children  from  1  to  1 6  years  of  age.  A  very  high 
percentage  of  children  attending  school  have  been  immunised. 

The  response  amongst  children  below  school  age  has  not  been  so  good. 
There  is  a  centre  '.-here  free  immunisation  can  be  obtained, and  this 
is  open  on  the  first  Saturday  of  every  month. 

Roughly  the  number  of  children  immunised  is  as  follows:- 

5-16  =  1,195. 

1-5  =  J24  (during  1941.). 

Only  one  child  who  has  been  so  immunised  acquired  diphtheria, end 
in  this  case  immunising  was  too  recent  for  him  to  acquire  immunity. 


Ambulance  and  fur sing  Service.  Adequate. 


Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre.  Has  been  well  attended 
by'  local  inhabitants  and  evacuees. 


There  are  special  clinics  at  the  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary, 
Orthopaedic, Fracture,  Ear  Nose  and  Throat, and  Eyes. 


I  can  truthfully  say  as  M.O.E.  and  a  doctor  doing  a  large  practice 
that  the  health  of  the  public  has  been  as  good, if  -at  better,  nan 
pre-war  years.
